With regard to applicants assertion that the reference to Frutin ('671 ) would not suggest the use the discharge of a liquid beverage directly 
into the mouth of a consumer, it is submitted that in addition to the examiner's response to previous arguments related to this issue, the 
product/dispenser of the reference to Frutin ('671) is capable of dispensing a beverage into the mouth of a consumer. Applicants' 
statement that one would be injured by the serrated nozzle of Frutin is merely speculative. 

With regard to applicants' argument that the container of Frutin ('671) requires opening into the atmosphere before the beverage or liquid 
can be consume, notice that this is not persuasive as the structure of the container of Fruitn ('671 ) is capable of dispensing the liquid 
irrelevant of any other manipulative steps prior to dispensing. This alleged additional steps are excluded in the claims. 

With regard to the reference to Rudick ('137), while the reference to Frutin ('671) anticipates the claims, the reference to Rudick was 
introduced to provide further evidence and rebut applicants' arguments related to intended use of the valve. 

With regard to the remaining arguments related to the 102 and 103 rejections, please refer to the previous Office action wherein the 
examiner's position with respect to the prior art is set forth. 
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
